The CED 
(Committee for 
Economic De- 
velopment) has 
F published a care- 
’* fully documented 
study of the nation’s educational 


needs. and recommendations, 
titled “We Can Have Better 
Schools.”” The CED is composed 


of 180 men, most of them repre- 
senting large corporations and 
universities. 


Chief among their recommenda- 
tions is federal aid in low-income 
states and a drastic reform of 
the school district system. There 
are 45,000 local districts, a ma- 
jority of which are “much too 
small to provide good schools at 
all or to provide any kind of 
schools effeetively.”” The report 
recommends reduction to 10,000 
districts, none serving less than 
2,000 pupils. 


This report, which is historical- 
ly significant in that corporate 
business formally reveals not 
merely its findings of the des- 
perate educational plight of the 
nation and the great waste of 
young talent in inadequate 
schools, but its grave concern. 
State boards especially should 
find it interesting. 


Federal Aid 


The urgent recommendation 
that $600,000,000 in federal aid be 
spent in the low-income states 
certainly should interest both par- 
ents and educators. 


Mississippi is at the bottom of 
all percentage findings in ‘the 
low-income states. There are al- 
together 12 states which are well 
below national standards. Four 
are non-Southern. The Deep South 
states of South Carolina, Mis- 
sissippi, Alabama and Georgia 
are included 


The report serves to spotlight 
the problem of the states where 
the court decision against dis- 
crimination is at issue. Georgia 
presently is nearest to a moment 
of truth in this category. 


It is possible to have almost 
any kind of education. It is up 
to the people in political power. 


In Virginia one county, Prince 
Edward, has abolished its public 
schools and set up private classes 
in churches and private buildings. 
It is at best a sort of ‘‘half-loaf” 
schooling for its few pupils, a 
mere 1,500. It cannot expect to 
be fully accredited. Nor is there 
any claim that its graduates will 
be able to enter first-rate engi- 
neering or professional schools. 
It is properly described as a half- 
loaf and this is what the parents 
there have chosen rather than 
accept a pupil placement law. 
This is a legal choice. The effect 
on this generation of children 
and on the community itself will 
not be possible to evaluate for 
vears to come. How long the com- 
munity can bear. the financial 
strain is also for the future. 


Small Districts 


In other states small 
districts seek to maintain high 
schools for handsful of pupils. 
They offer, too, a half-loaf op- 
portunity. A legislative commit- 
tee in Georgia, for example, re- 
cently reported, after months of 
study, that entrance work at the 
state’s technical institute and the 


university was already “beyond’’ 
a dismaying number of gradu- | 
os of inferior high schools. This | 


is a story which fits other states 
as well. 


CED’s research-reaffirms this 
fact. Maine, for example, has a 
problem of small, rural , high 
schools* which are offering a 
‘‘half-loaf’ to their children. So 
do the two Dakotas. But the 
greatest need is in the South.

WASHINGTON (AP) The 
Eisenhower administration ap- 
peared ready Tuesday to use a 
more flexible approach in an ef- 
fort to break the deadlock with 
Congress over farm legislation 
this election year. 


Republican congressional lead- 
ers said the administration will 
lay before the Democratic-con- 
trolled Congress some alternative 
proposals. Anything within the 
broad guidelines will receive sym- 
pathetic consideration at the 
White House, they said. 


This new approach was outlined 
to newsmen after the GOP leadérs 
met with President Eisenhower at 
the White House for 2% hours— 
much longer than usual.

Civil rights and aid to educa- 
tion also were discussed at the 
meeting.

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All Georgians Gain 
From These. Bills 


While somewhat overshadowed by the 
growing concern about the public schools, 
the General Assembly quietly has been 
approving some of the most important 
législation to rank and file Georgians in 
more than a decade. In fact, in some in- 
stances, it is the most important of the 
céntury. 

Specifically we have in mind the 
measures which in time will transform 
the state’s mental health program from 
ohne of the worst to one of the best in the 
nation. Adrhinistration-sponsored, these 
bills will help erase the shame of decades 
of neglect of Milledgeville State Hospital 
and open the way for rehabilitation of 
thousands who in the past have been 
worse off than prisoners. 


Providing for scores of reforms, many 
of them medically inspired and supported, 
the bills will make possible a sensible and 
realistic approach to mental health prob- 
lems. Not the least among them are pro- 
visions for patients to enter the Mil- 
ledgeville institution voluntarily and to 
pay their own way if they can afford it. 
Uniform, commitment regulations which 
would help end present abuses also are 
under consideration. ¥ 


It can be said that irf the field of men- 
tal health, this General Assembly is do- 
ing a more constructive job than any in 
history. In this field, at least, we are com- 
ing of age. 

Before the assembly, too, are measures 
on traffic safety which have bearing on 
the lives and property of every citizen. 
Based upon thorough studies and prac- 
ticalities of what can be done with avail- 
able manpower and facilities, the safety 
ptogram is a beginning toward saving 
hundreds of lives. 

If the present rate of highway tragedy 
continues, there will be few families in 
Georgia in the next decade who will not 
be affected directly by it. The indirect 
economic losses, running into hundreds of 
millions of dollars, will be shared by all. 
Traffic safety thus becomes a major pub- 
lic responsibility 

In these two areas of public interest, 
the General Assembly has responded com- 
mendably and well. Its membership and 
the administration deserve full credit and 
sincere thanks.

Virginia School Plan 
Is Contrast in Methods 


Virginia continues to offer an excel- 
lent comparison in methods for those in- 
terested in saving public education. On 
Monday, Alexandria, using a pupil place- 
ment plan, desegregated its fourth school 
without incident. Five Negro students 
were admitted on court order and passed 
into the large enrollment with little at- 
tention. 

In other Virginia cities, including 
Norfolk and Charlottesville, the pupil 
placement law is working well, and pub- 
lic education is flourishing without any 
untoward incidents. 

The choice in all states where the 
court order is an issue is between pub- 
lic schools and a pupil placement law 
which will save public education. 

Virginia has‘one county, a rural one, 
Prince Edward, which has made the other 
choice. It has 1,500 students. This js a 
small number, being but a fractionvof 
what any metropolitan area would need 
to educate. Prince Edward children go 
to school in about 14 different buildings 
They are receiving, according to one of 
its spokesmen, an education which satis- 
fies parents and children. Whether it will 
later satisfy the children when they seek 
to enter college remains to be seen, but 
by all accounts,. the Prince Edward 
schooling is by no means up to accepted 
standards and cannot be. 

The fact that elsewhere in Virginia 
public education is being maintained by 
a pupil placement plan and that no school 
is being overrun is significant. 

At any rate, Virginia offers an exam- 
ple of both methods which those inter- 
ested in education will do well to study. 

* * ~ 

Meanwhile, we are sure the governor 
and his leaders will not wish to encour- 
age any violence, with the lessons of 
Little Rock behind us. And we trust that 
Lt. Gov. Byrd will, whatever his beliefs, 
cease and desist from talk of resisting 
nonexistent federal troops and thereby 
providing encouragement to those with 
én impulse and will toward violence and 
lawlessness.

The choice can, 
arid will be made, without violence un- 
less it is imported and gencouraged by 
those in positions of publi® responsibility. 
They can support whatever beliefs they 
' ; : 


have without truckling to the fanaticism 
of irresponsible extremists. 

This state must proceed by lawful 
processes and leaders who have taken an 
oath to that effect should recall that mo- 
ment when, with hand on the Bible, they 
took it.

Why Should Officials 
Rate Court Privileges? 


It is beyond understanding that the 
Georgia State Senate could fail to approve 
a bill which would remove special privi- 
leges of state officials appearing before 
grand juries considering indictments 
against them. They did approve one tak- 
ing such privileges away from county of- 
ficials, 

We do not believe that any Georgia 
citizen condones or understands why such 
privileges should be granted. Official or 
not, every individual is entitled to equal 
treatment in courts of law and this privi- 
lege stacks justice in favor of state of- 
ficials. 

The Fulton County Grand Jury in spe- 
cial presentments yesterday put the case 
well after a Georgia Court of Appeals 
decision. ‘“‘We understand,” said the jury, 
“that no court has ever before made a 
ruling permitting a defense attorney to 
enter and participate in grand jury pro- 
ceedings prior to these three judges,. con- 
stituting one-half of the Court of Appeals 
of Georgia, ruling to that effect this 
week.” 

We know state who has 
such a law which in effect makes the 
grand jury a trial jury th the case of 
state officials. The latter not only have a 
right to appear before the grand jury but 
to be represented by legal counsel as well. 
How under such circumstances can the 

rand jury system. be anything but a 
mockery? 

If this privilege is to be retained for 
state officials, however, it should be 
granted to every other citizen of Georgia. 
Surely the Senate, in view of past history, 
can see it no other way.

Mr. Harris Permits Us 
To Know Him Better! 


Perhaps Georgians will understand 
the Hon. Roy V. Harris’ philosophy a bit 
better if they note one of his latest state- 
ments. 

Mr. Harris, who is credited with be- 
ing one of those who precipitated the 
fruitless crisis at Little Rock and the clos- 
ing of schools there, now reveals his at- 
titude toward religion. 

Making an appeal for money at a rally 
of his supporters Monday night in At- 
lanta, Mr. Harris noted, “‘Thev’re going to 
make a Methodist preacher out of me 
yet... He had paper collection plates 
passed around and said further: 

“They sent me down to Augusta one 
of these fellows that signed the manifesto 
and I ain’t been to church since.” 

The manifesto referred to was a plea 
by more than 100 ministers to maintain 
the public schools. 

Mr. Harris “ain't been to church 
since.” Thus does he permit us to know 
him better.

To remove any residue of 
cream from the pores and to 
give the skin a bracer, follow 
cleansing with a skin lotion. 
A moisturizing night cream com- 
pletes the routine with the ex- 
ception of the special area 
around the eyes. An eye cream 
is almost a must to help the 
skin around the eyes retain 
its dewy look. 


TINTED BASE 

Before making up the face, 
use your cleanser and skin lo- 
tion again in the mornings. The 
foundation you choose will be 
determined by the skin coloring 
of the neck. You may want a 
tinted base or moisture base 
with no color. A shade from 
the beige family is generally 
recommended for the florid 
complexion to tone down its 
pink coloring while the olive 
complexion may need the added 
color of a shade from the pink 
family. Thin skin usually needs 
the added depth of a pink foun- 
dation, also. Always buff on your 
foundation with a light down- 
ward touch to seal rather than 
fill the pores. 


Dry rouge is recommended 
only for touch-ups but if the 
cream or liquid rouge is prop- 
erly applied there is very dittle 
reason for touching up. Use only 
enough rouge to give the skin a 
natural blush and never let it 
come below the nose or closer 
to the nose than the center of 
the eye and never blend it into 
the hairline.
